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Production  for  sale  and  home  consumption 
of  all  farm  commodities  in  1950  dropped  2  per- 
cent from  the  record  high  of  1949)  but  it  was 
still  at  a  relatively  high  level.  A  moderate  de- 
cline  in   crop  production   more   than   offset  a 


slight  rise  in  livestock  production.  Crop  pro- 
duction was  maintained  at  the  1947  level,  and 
livestock  production  equaled  the  postwar  high 
of  1946. 
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GASH  RECEIPTS  FROM  FARM  MARKETUGS 


Cash  receipts  in  1950 

Completed  reports  for  November,  appearing  in  the  tables  of 
this  issue,  bring  fanners'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  to 
$25,249,000^000  for  the  first  11  months  of  1950— less  than  2  per- 
cent below  receipts  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1949.  Xncom?- 
plete  data  for  Iteceaber  suggest  that  cash  receipts  in  that  month 
Trere  approximately  2.6  billion  dollars,  or  6  percent  above  the 
December  1949  level. 

Thus,  total  cash  receipts  for  the  year  were  probably  a 
little  higher  than  the  forecast  of  27«6  billion  dollars  published 
3  months  ago,  but  still  below  the  28.1  billion  received  by  farmers 
in  1949.    The  next  issue  of  this  report  will  present  completed 
estimates  of  cash  receipts  for  1950,  by  commodity  groups  and  by 
States. 

Cash  receipts  in  January  1951 

It  is  expected  that  cash  receipts  from  farm  sales  in 
January  will  total  approximately  2.3  billion  dollars,  10  percent 
less  than  in  December  but  5  percent  more  than  a  year  ago.  The 
decline  from  December  represents  seasonally  smaller  marketings, 
as  prices  are  likely  to  show  little  change  on  the  average.  As 
compared  with  last  Januaiy,  prices  may  average  about  20  percent 
higher,  more  than  offsetting  a  smaller  volume  of  sales. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  are 
estimated  at  1.3  billion  dollars*    This  is  7  percent  under  the 
tentative  estimate  for  December — largely  because  of  an  expected 
seasonal  drop  in  sales  of  chickens  and  turkeys — but  from  I5  to 
20  percent  more  than  livestock  receipts  in  January  last  year. 
Prices  of  livestock  are  likely  to  average  about  25  percent  higher 
than  a  year  ago,  but  the  volume  of  sales  may  be  a  little  smaller. 

Cash  receipts  from  sales  of  crops  in  Januaiy  will  probably 
total  about  1.0  billion  dollars,  I4  percent  less  than  in  December 
and  about  7  percent  below  last  Januaiy,    Although  prices  of  crops 
vasy  average  sli^tly  higher  than  in  December,  marketings  are  ex- 
pected to  be  considerably  smaller,  mostly  because  of  sharp  drops 
in  sales  of  cotton  and  soybeans.    The  7-percent  decline  from  last 
January  is  also  based  on  the  expectation  of  substantially  smaller 
marketings,  particularly  of  com  and  cotton,  as  crop  prices  are 
likely  to  average  about  15  percent  hi^er  than  a  year  ago.

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FARM  PRODUCTION  FOR  SAIE  AND  HOME  CONSUMPTION  IN  1950 


Total  farm  production  for  sale  and  for  consumption  in  farm 
homes  in  1950  "r^as  about  2  percent  sinaller  than  the  19^9  production, 
A  slightly  larger  total  production  of  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  due  mainly  to  increased  output  of  hogs,  eggs,  broilers, 
and  milk.    Sales  of  cattle  and  calves  shov/ed  a  considerable  decline. 

Crop  production  in  1950  was  dov/n  8  percent,  mainly  because 
of  a  marked  reduction  in  the  cotton  crop  and  smaller  declines  in 
production  of  v/heat  and  com.    The  largest  percentage  gain  among 
the  crop  groups — 23  percent — ^appeared  in  sugar  crops,  and  vcas  due 
mainly  to  increased  production  of  sugar  beets.    An  increase  of 
13  percent  in  oil-bearing  crops  reflected  the  larger  production  of 
soybeans.    Tobacco  shovred  an  increase  of  3  percent.    The  smaller 
com  crop  was  offset  by  increases  in  the  other  feed  crops,  with 
the  index  for  the  feed-crop  group  remaining  about  the  same.  The 
indexes  for  truck  crops,  "other  vegetables,"  and  fruits  and  nuts 
also  contain  more  or  less  compensating  changes  within  each  of  the 
groups^ 

Cotton  was  responsible  for  a  decline  of  12  percent  in  the 
production  of  nonfood  commodities.    Total  production  of  farm-food 
commodities  remained  about  the  same  as  in  1949, 
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
